IMPURITIES IN POLITICS. 


There are many causes in politics 


that produce effects disquieting to the 
people. These causes and effects are 
necessary to the maintenance of free 
institutions. 
They 
awaken in the 


minds of the dtlsens energy of thought 
•which is followed by diligence for the 
protection of liberty, which ever in- 
cludes some right over which the cltl- 
sen feels Jealous when it is interfered 
•with. 


Liberty is born of "salnto'ry causes 


that fosten and develop oppression if 
permitted to pass without attention 
and care exercised to remove them. 
When clouds appear on the political 
horizon it is not necessarily a bad 
omen. The appearance of these clouds 
are in a line with natural causes in the 
work of Nature for the removal of un- 
healthy conditions, «f it ihay be more 
correctly said that storm clouds are a 
lesult of proceeding unhealthy vapors 
that enter the system to cause disease 
and death. When these vapors are re- 
moved through the action of storm 
clouds the atmosphere is more pure 
and a more healthy tone is given to the 
system. When storm clouds appear in 
politics do not become fearful, or look 
for "a hiding place, as it Is not then 
a time for the citlxen to fear and hide 
as the clouds contain a warning that 
the" -political atmosphere to fool and 
needs cleansing. 
When the atmos- 


wbare w* breathe becomes Impure, Ma- 
ture in its wisdom has provided the 
means for a removal of Impurities, as 
It is not within the sphere of man to 
do the work. How different it la when 
the necessary purifying force Is re- 
quired of man! When the agency Is 
within his knowledge and environment 
he must do the work to make a change 
wh£n,i\eedeft to create healthy condi- 
jbtoaaX ^ transfer is made from the 
force* bf nature to his physical and 
mental powers, which become an ac- 
tive torse for his protection. Should 
he fail in his duty to himself he must, 
according to a never failing rule in 
natural law, suffer the penalty that 
follows the violation. 


The rule mentioned applies to all 


nature, mental and physical. The doty 
of the citlxen in matters vt government 
Is within the rule as fully as any part 
of nature is within it, as it cannot be 
otherwise under the application of a 
universal rule. The whole respecting 
the duty of the- citizen In matters of 
government is summed up in the often 
Quoted 
sentence, "Vigilance is the 


price of liberty." 
Clouds in politics 


are necessary, as they give notice that 
leads to work that should be done to 
produce a better and purer political- 
atmosphere. 
All physical nature has 


impurities which often take the form 
of poisons. When impurities enter poll- 
tics they effect the political system by 
taking the form of poisons that cause 
spasms in the 
form of 
riot and 


other 
modes 
of 
disturbance, 


poisons have been known to become 
fatal In their consequences to political 
systems by destroying government 
The world at present has an example in 
Russia of the effect of poison acting on 
a 
political .system 
which 
win 


known to become fatal in their conse- 
quence* to political system, which will 
in time destroy the system unless the 
cause Is removed. The disturbing ele- 
ments contained in political clouds are 
necessary to provide a healthy and 
active condition of the political body 
aa absolute order would-lead to effem- 
inacy which would end in death 
through weakness.

the little girls' "la la." 


Then these young folk showed what 


they could do with the potter's clay. 
Marvelous sugar bowls, cradles, birds 
and dogs were produced, but the won- 
der of creation was a horse at full 
gallop, saddled and bridled and carry- 
ing a proud rider, unmistakably an 
Indian, who sat as straight as the 
proverbial Indian should. It Is now 
in the possession of Miss Nichols of 
Reno. 


Wednesday afternoon the association

A Tinker's Dam. 


There la no profnn tv In Baying tbat 


anj certain Uilnf "it not wortn a tlnfc- 
»r*s dam." altUoaf h it la so conslOered 
by many. The expression originated 
many yean ago, when tinkering, or 
mending, teaky vessels was much crod- 
er than it la now. 


tn former time* the use of rosin ta 
iheck the flow of solder when placed 
on tin was not generally understood, at 
least by the roving tinkers. When one 
ef these gentlemen of the road found a 
lob, such as mending a waeb holler or 
other tin household utensil, h* would 
get from the housewife or domestic a 
piece of soft dough. 
With this he 


would build a dam around the place 
where he Intended to put his solder. 
Inside of the circle thus formed he 
poured the melted lead. 
When the 


metal had cooled, he would brush 
away the dam of dough tbat had con' 
fined it to the desired limits. The heat 
bad hardened the- heavy paste and 
baked it thoroughly, so that tt was ab- 
solutely of no use for anything else. It 
became one of the most useless things 
In tbe world, and there was not enough 
of it even to be woitb while carrying tc 
the pigs. 


Hence tbe expression, which was 


originally Intended to convey a certain 
Idea, appears to have been retained, 
while tbe origin Is not generally 
known. 


Blaek DUmoad*. 


Black diamonds are comparatively 


rare and correspondingly high priced. 
They are three or tour times as hard as 
the white ones, and Ore cannot harm 
them, however great the heat, but If a 
drop of water should touch them while 
beated they will explode and leave 
nothing but a little heap of sand In 
their place. 


Tbelr beauty Is not remarkable, but 


on account of tbeir extreme hardness 
they are Invaluable for dressing sur- 
faces impervious to tbe friction of any 
other material. The largest black dia- 
monds are set In the end of a rodnd 
short bnr of steel, with a handle of 
wood, nnd are nsvd in dressing emery 
wheels that have lost their "triteness." 
A Ma ok diamond Is the only sftbstance 
that will not be ground away by con- 
tact with the ornery suiface. 


Black diamonds ore also used as 


points In scoring pencils which are 
used by sealers of weights and meas- 
ures to mark glass receptacles. They 
are used by dentists for drilling teeth 
before filling them with gold. In up 
pearauce they look more like a shining 
little splint11 of lion or grain of coal 
than a prcfious Rein, and their chief 
mission Is a dMairtly commercial and 
•mt ;in ornamental one.
